This  was  caused  by  the  ERA  and  the  ERA  should  demand  the  same  of 
itself  as  it  would  of  a private  business  responsible  for  such  a spill, 
particularly  when  it  comes  to  making  information  available  to  the  public 
and  state  and  local  officials. 

I am  very  concerned  by  this  massive  waste  spill  in  the  Animas  River  in 
Colorado  that  EPA  officials  have  admitted  to  causing.  I have  ordered  my 
agencies  to  work  with  local  and  federal  officials  to  ensure  the  health  and 
safety  of  New  Mexicans  is  protected.  I am  disturbed  by  the  lack  of 
information  provided  by  the  ERA  For  example,  we  were  not  notified  about 
this  release  until  9:30  AM  yesterday  morning  even  though  the  release  is 
reported  to  have  occurred  at  approximately  10:40  AM  the  day  before.  And 
the  first  notification  received  by  the  State  of  New  Mexico  came  from  an 
official  with  the  Southern  Ute  Tribe,  not  the  ERA. 

I hope  the  EPA  will  be  more  cooperative  and  forthcoming  moving  forward 
as  we  work  to  address  this  situation.
